Spain: a European center for al-Qaida activity

MADRID, Spain (AP) _ Just months ago, a taped threat thought to be from al-Qaida terror chief Osama 
bin Laden included Spain among countries that could be attacked "at the appropriate time and place." 
After Thursday's train bombings in Madrid, the government quickly blamed the Basque separatist group 
ETA. Later, however, the interior minister said Islamic terrorism was not being ruled out, raising the 
question whether bin Laden's threat had been acted upon. 

Bin Laden's threat was contained in an audiotape in October that the CIA determined was probably 
authentic. 

Spanish and other anti-terrorism officials say Spain was an important European center for al-Qaida activity 
before the Sept. 1 1 terror attacks in the United States. 

Spanish Judge Baltasar Garzon believes that Spain, along with Germany, was an important staging 
ground for the hijackings. Lead suicide pilot Mohamed Atta visited Spain twice in 2001, including a trip in 
July 2001 which Garzon says was called to discuss last-minute details with other senior plotters. 

In September 2003, Garzon indicted bin Laden and nine other terror suspects for the Sept. 1 1 attacks. 
Three were alleged to be members of a Spain-based terror cell. Garzon charged 25 other men with 
belonging to Al-Qaida. 

More than 40 al-Qaida suspects have been arrested in Spain since the attacks, although many have been 
released for lack of evidence. 

In Spain, there also are fears that Prime Minister Jose Maria Aznar's staunch support of the U.S.-led war 
in Iraq has made the country a target for Islamic terrorists. Aznar has sent 1,300 troops to Iraq, even 
though most Spaniards opposed the war. 

The first official mention of the possible involvement of Islamic groups came when Interior Minister Angel 
Acebes said police had found detonators and an Arabic-language audiotape with Quranic verses in a van 
in a town outside Madrid. 

Acebes said ETA remains the "main line of investigation." The separatist group has claimed responsibility 
for more than 800 deaths assassinations and bombings in in its decades-long campaign for an 
independent Basque homeland. 

With the van find "all kinds of lines investigation open up," he said. "Because of this, I have just given 
instructions to the security forces not to rule out any line." 

Later Thursday, the London-based Arabic newspaper Al-Quds al-Arabi said it had received a claim of 
responsibility for the bombings issued by The Brigade of Abu Hafs al-Masri in al-Qaida's name. 

The claim said the brigade's "death squad" had penetrated "one of the pillars of the crusade alliance, 
Spain," and carried out what it called Operation Death Trains. 

"This is part of settling old accounts with Spain, the crusader, and America's ally in its war against Islam," 
the claim said. 

There was no way to verify that the claim did come from al-Qaida. Spain's government said ETA remained 
its No. 1 suspect. The 10 bombs on four morning rush-hour trains killed more than 190 people, making it 
the worst terrorist attack in Spain's history. 

The government has previously sought to dispel the notion that Spain is a top objective for Islamic 
terrorists. 

When a Spanish restaurant was among targets attacked by suicide bombers in Morocco last May, Aznar 
said Spain had suffered such attacks before, with two Spaniards killed in a hotel in Morocco in 1994 and 
others killed in the Sept. 1 1 attacks. 

Nevertheless, the leading El Pais newspaper reported after the suicide attacks in Casablanca that Spain 

had placed police monitoring of Islamic extremist groups on maximum alert. , — .

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Spain, Morocco Attack Links Investigated 

MADRID, Spain (AP) Evidence is mounting that Islamic extremists linked to al-Qaida were behind the 
Madrid bombings and the assault may be tied to a bloody attack in Morocco last year, officials told The 
Associated Press on Monday. 

One of five suspects held by Spanish police in connection with Thursday's attack in Spain had traveled to 
his home country of Morocco, then left on April 20, 2003 almost a month before the May 16 attacks in 
Casablanca that killed 45 people, officials said. 

The suspect, Jamal Zougam, also has connections to a key suspect in the Casablanca attacks and 
possibly to Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, a Moroccan official said, speaking on condition of anonymity. 

Al-Zarqawi is a key operative working with Osama bin Laden's terror network who has been blamed in 
attacks in Jordan, Iraq and elsewhere. 

It appears "increasingly likely" Islamic extremists played a role in the Madrid attacks, though "a number 
of avenues are being pursued," said a U.S. counterterrorism official, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity. 

U.S. authorities aren't ruling out al-Qaida involvement or the possibility-Muslim extremists were working 
with the Basque separatist group ETA, which the Spanish government initially said was the prime suspect, 
the official said: "What's clear is we still don't know.” 

Asa Hutchinson, undersecretary of Homeland Security, said U.S. authorities believe evidence suggests an 
al-Qaida tie to the bombings of four commuter trains in Madrid, killing 200 people and wounding 1 ,600. 

"I'm satisfied there are connections to al-Qaida," Hutchinson told ABC's "Good Morning America." "The 
depth of that connection and the total level of responsibility has not yet been determined." 

Spanish Interior Minister spokesman Richard Ibanez said Spain believes a link between the Madrid and 
Casablanca attacks is possible and Spanish authorities have traveled to Morocco seeking information on 
the three Moroccans arrested in connection with the Madrid bombings. 

Cell phones apparently were used as detonators on the 10 train bombs, and the five suspects were 
arrested after a phone and prepaid card were found on a bomb that failed to explode. 

The Spanish interior minister, Angel Acebes, has said the suspects were believed to have sold and 
falsified phones and cards, although he didn't say whether they might have been used in the attacks. 

"I cannot confirm at the moment what degree of participation the five detainees may have had," Acebes 
said Monday. 

Zougam, two other Moroccans including Zougam's half brother, Mohamed Chaoui, 34 and two Indians are 
being questioned in the Madrid attack. 

In 1983, Zougam's mother took him and Chaoui to Spain. Years later, as young men, they opened a shop 
together repairing cell phones in Madrid. In 2002, they were joined by Mohammed Bekkali, another 
Tangiers native and the third Moroccan suspect. 

Spanish radio station Cadena Ser reported that police found a witness who saw Zougam on a train before 
it was bombed at Atocha station, but Interior Minister Acebes said authorities had no knowledge of a 
witness. 

Both Cadena Ser and the newspaper El Pais reported that police believe Zougam left bombs on the train. 
Ibanez said there was no proof of that. 

Zougam was one of thousands of Moroccans put under surveillance after the Casablanca bombings, the 
Moroccan official said. 

"There is a possible link between the network that committed the Casablanca attacks and the one that 
committed the Madrid attacks," the high-placed official told.AP in Morocco's capital, Rabat. 

Zougam's alleged associations to terror suspects date back more than a decade, when he was introduced 
to Abdelaziz Benyaich in 1993, Moroccan authorities said. Benyaich, a French-Moroccan national, was 
arrested in Spain in 2003 in connection with the Casablanca bombings. 

Morocco is seeking Benyaich's extradition and claims he has had contact with al-ZgMW l, whom . 

authorities have reportedly said they believe was appointed by al-Qaida leaders tcsmmpqi fe attacks iniED...Z3 
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Europe. 

Moroccan officials also believe al-Zarqawi ordered the attacks in Casablanca, and U.S. officials blamed 
him in the March 2 bombings in Iraq that killed more than 1 80 Shiite Muslims. The Jordanian militant also 
is believed to have been behind the 2002 killing of Laurence Foley, a U.S. diplomat in Jordan. 

One of Benyaich's brothers was convicted in the Casablanca attacks and another was killed in November 
2001 in the eastern Afghan region of Tora Bora, once a presumed hiding place of bin Laden. 

Moroccan officials also said Zougam had repeated contacts in Tangiers with Pierre Robert, a French 
convert to Islam who was convicted in 2003 and sentenced to life in prison on charges of trying to 
organize an uprising in the North African nation. 

The Casablanca bombings were blamed on Salafia Jihadia, a secretive, radical Islamic group suspected 
of links to al-Qaida. 

Zougam also has a Sept. 1 1 connection. A Spanish indictment issued in September called Zougam a 
"follower" of Imad Yarkas, the alleged leader of Spain's al-Qaida cell in jail on suspicion of allegedly 
helping plan the Sept. 1 1 attacks in the United States. El Pais, citing the Interior Ministry, reported all three 
Moroccans have links to Yarkas. 

Yarkas condemned the Madrid attacks in a letter released Monday by his lawyer. "This savage and 
indiscriminate deed is not characteristic of a good Muslim," Yarkas wrote. 

His attorney, Jacobo Teijelo, said he believed Yarkas had met one of the arrested Moroccans he did not 
say which one but only from being a customer at the Madrid cell phone store where they worked. 

Zougam would blend in easily in the Moroccan community in Spain, where about 500,000 Moroccans live 
some 200,000 without residence papers. Many travel across the Strait of Gibraltar seeking work in Spain 
or elsewhere in Europe, making the dangerous crossing in small boats run by traffickers. European 
officials say Islamic extremists have used these trips to sneak into Spain. 

Zougam also is familiar to French anti-terrorism officials. 

According to French court documents, Zougam met David Courtailler at a mosque in Madrid in 1998. 
Courtailler is standing trial Wednesday in Paris on charges of criminal association in connection with a 
terrorist group that recruited fighters for Afghanistan through the mid-1990s. 

David Courtailler is the brother of Jerome Courtailler, a Frenchman acquitted in 2002 of plotting an attack 
on the U.S. Embassy in Paris. 

The September 2003 indictment in Spain showed police searched Zougam's home at least once, turning 
up a video of mujaheddin fighters in Dagestan, Russia, and phone numbers of three members of the 
Madrid al-Qaida cell allegedly led by Yarkas. Zougam was not indicted. 

European intelligence agencies are also trying to identify a purported al-Qaida operative who claimed in a 
videotape that the group carried out the Madrid bombings to punish Spain's backing of the U.S.-led war in 
Iraq. Acebes said the man on the videotape is being hunted. 

The tape was discovered in a trash bin near Madrid's largest mosque on Saturday. Intelligence agents are 
trying to identify the man, verify his claims and establish the identity of Abu Dujan al Afghani, named in the 
tape as al-Qaida's military spokesman in Europe.
